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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

The applicant's amendment, received 8-6-2007, overcomes the examiner's prior 
art rejection. Hence claims 1 and 6-16 are allowed while claims 2-5 and 17-46 are 
cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

1 . The applicant has amended as per the recommendations of the examiner. 
Therefore he believes the claims to be novel over the prior art of record. 

2. The claimed system has novel features including: 

a. selectively transferring location information of a wireless calling party to 
a called party. 

b. establishing predetermined parameters for the transfer of location 
information associated with said wireless calling party 

c. retrieving said predetermined parameters for the transfer of location 
information associated with said wireless calling party 

d. forwarding the telephone call to the called party without disclosing the 
location information of the wireless calling party 

e. the location information being replaced with a location blocked 
message, the location blocked message is displayed to the called party 

The examiner notes that part "e" is pivotal since a "location blocked" message 
must be transmitted wherein said message displays information that the location was 
purposely blocked (eg. by the network and/or user), thereby informing the calling party 
that they are not authorized to known where the called party is currently located. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
